The Italian War Office has 
ordered the infantry troops stationed 
in Tripoli and Cyrenaica to be 
equipped with the so-called Bisbini 
shield, recently invented by Lieut. 
Bisbini. The shield consists of a thin 
plate of tempered steel sixteen inches 
long, and twelve inches wide. It is 
very light and ie shaped like an ordi- 
nary spade. 

The shield can be put to various 
uses with great advantage, and is 
practically indispensable for infantry.

WINTER’S WORST BLIZZARD 
RAGING THE EAST. 


Fifteen States Are Again Buried in Snow that Tem- 
_ pestuous Winds, Pile High in City and Country. 
Traffic Interrupted and M any Trains Are “Laid Up.” 


Extensive Damage by Cyclones in the South.

HICAGO. Feb. 21.—~-[Exclusive , 

Dispatch.] Catching almost the 

entire country unprepared because 
it was not scheduled, the worst bis- 
gard in mary years worked havoe in 
fifteen or more States today: The 
storm had been predicted to move 
eastward from Texas, where the 
temperature fell unusually low last 
night, but instead, it veered to the 
north and swept all the country from 
Colorado to the Atlantic Coast, in- 
cluding all of the Southeast, where the 
property damage seems greatest. 

A gale attaining sixty miles an hour 
swept the Southeastern Gulf coast, 
doing much damage to shipping in 
Pensacola, Fla. Biloxi and Gulfport, 
Mies, and in Mobile, Ala. Interior 
towns of Mississippi and Alabama suf- 
fered severely from cyclones. 

Today's fatalities directly attribut- 
able to the storm, aggregate seven, in- 
cluding two men frozen to death— 
one in Chicago and one in Severy, 
Kan. Many train wrecks were caused 
by the blinding blizzard and two 
deaths resulted from this cause. 

Thousands of travelers who left 
various cities this morning are ma- 
rooned along snow-bound tracks in all 
directions.

RANDT WINS oN 
HABEAS CORPUS. 
FORMER VALET PRESUMED TO 
BE AN INNOCENT MAN, 


Spends Night in Tombs, but Will 
Be Released on Bail—His Status 
Is Now that of a Man Who Has 


Not Been Adjudged Before Law. 
Awaits Developments. 


NEN YORK, Feb. 21.—Except for 
service of five years in prison, Foulke 
E. Brandt tonight is the same man in 
the eyes of the law as he was be- 
fore he was sent away on April 4, 
1907, to serve thirty years for 
burglary at the home of Mortimer L. 
Schiff, where he once worked as a 
servant. The long prison term was 
broken today when Justice Gerard, 
of the Supreme Court, sustained a 
writ of habeas corpus obtained in 
Brandt's behalf. 

The young Swede remained in the 
Tombs tonight, but with assurance 
that he will be released on bail later 
to await a new trial or any other 
development in his case. 

What other developments than a 
new trial there might be was to- 
night a matter of some controversy, 


Commissioner Hand, 
appointed by Gov. Dix to hear 
Brandt's application for clemency, was 
now of no importance, as it was held 
that a pardon could not be given to 
a man, who, as Brandt, now stands 
uncondemned. 

According to records, Justice Gerard 
read into his opinion, Brandt on 
March 28, 1907, withdrew a plea of 
not guilty to the indictment charging 
that he feloniously broke into the 
Schiff house and stole “two pins 

a shoe horn,“ and pleaded gullty. 

In sentencing him a week later to 
thirty years in prison, Judge Otto A. 
illegally condemned the

The justicé ruled that a court “‘is 
wthout jurisdiction to sentence a pris-

“Now the power to interpret is the 
power to establish; and if the people 
are not to be allowed finally to inter- 
pret the fundamental law, ours is not 
a popular government. 

“A typical case was the decision 
rendered, but a few months ago by 
the Court of Appeals of my own State. 
the State of New York, declaring un- 
constitutional! the workmen's compen- 
gation act. The judges admitted that 
other civilized nations had abolished 
those wrongs and practices. But they 
took the ground that the Constitution 
of the United States, instead of being 
an instrument to secure justice, had 
been irgeniously devised absolutely to 
prevent justice. They insisted that. 
the Constitution had permanently 
cursed our people with impotence to 
right wrong, and had perpetuated a
